One Han Was Killed, Another Fatally 
Wounded and All Three of 
flM Bandita WoaaM 



It It Alleged Thay Committed Nine 
Murders, Wounding Fivo Men and 
a Long aarlta of Robberlos Aro 
Chargod lo Tham. 

Chicago, Not. 28.— Chainod wrist to 
ivrlst, their hair matted with dried 
blood, their clothing covered with dust 
•ad dirt— two beardleaa bojra, Peter 
Notdormoler and Hanrer Van DIno, aat 
FHday night In the presence of Mayor 
Harrison and Chief of Police O'Neill 
calmly confessing to tlioir pharc in a 
three months' career of crime which 
baa Included nine murders, the wound- 
ing of five other men, and a long se- 
rlea of robberlea. The two young ban- 
dttl, neitlMr of whom is over 21 years 
old, together with their companion, 
Emii Docskio, who Is tio older, were 
captured near Liverpool, Ind., Friday 
after a fight In which thejr battled 
acainst policemen, railroad detectives, 
railroad laborers and farmers. One 
man was Killed, another fatally wound- 
ed and all three of the young bandits 
■were wounded, but not eeriousiy. 

The dead: T. J. Sovea, brakeman 
on the Pennaylvania railroad. 

Wounded: Joseph Driscoll, detec- 
tive on Chicago police force, shot 
through abdomen and can live but a 
short time; Matthew Zimmer, detec- 
tive on Chicago police force, shot in 
head and arm.

The Three Outlaws Were Wanted Per 
Complieity.ln That Crime. 

Niedermeier waa wounded In the 
head by bird shot. Van Dine was sim- 
ilarly injured and sii.-<taine(l in addi- 
tion a flesh wound in the left thigh. 
Doealile was shot in the right hip. His 
iroand is the most serious of any in- 
Meted npon the three men, bat was 
not sufficient to prevent him from trav- 
eling a long distance after receiving it. 

The three men were wanted by the 
police for complicity in the murders 
at the car barns of the Chicago City 
Railway Co. on August 80, when two 
men were killed, a third badly wound- 
ed and |t,180 stolen from the com- 
pany. 

Gustave Marx, who last Saturday 
night murdered Officer John Quinn 
wken the policeman endeavored to 
place him under arrest, confessed aft- 
er his capture that he, in company 
>Hith the three men, had committed the 
crimes' at tlie car barns. The hunt for 
Van Dill)-, Niedermeier and Doesldc 
has been hot evdr since. Although 
they knew that the entire police force 
was looltlng for them, the three men 
remained in the city until Wednesday 
morning. '"We were 'laying' for a fel 
low that was a witness against Marx," 
sal4 Van Dine. On Wednesday they 
left Chicago, going to a dugout made 
by railroad laborers near the tracks 
of the Mlohlgan Oentral road near Mil- 
lers, Ind. Thursday night they spent 
in another dugout near Millers Sta- 
tion, Ind., and there they were sur- 
jnrlsed by the poUee Friday morning. 



three revolvers. Doeskie ran for the 
l)ru8h, but Van nine r' trcalf^d slowly, 
although the air wa.t filled with bullets 
and the snow at hia feet was kicked 
up by them. He is a splendid marks- 
man, and, catching sight of Detective 
Zimmer, who was behind a tree, he 
fired. Zimmer went down with a bul- 
let in fh(^ hi'ad. As lie fell. Van Dine 
flred again and the second bullet went 
through Ximmer't arm.

Captured a Switch Knglne and Killed 
the Brakeman. 

Poeskie had by this time disappear- 
ed and Van Dine and Niedermeier, 
placing their revolvers In their poek- 
eta, made a run for freedom. The de- 
tectives fired constantly, but the ban- 
dits escaped. After running about a 
mile acroas country, they came to the 
tracks of the Pennsylvania railroad. 
A switch engine with a train of cars 
was close at hand, and, hurrying up 
to it, they ordered Brakeman Sovea to 
uncouple the train from the locomo* 
tive. He refused and attempted to 
take Niedermeier's revolver from him. 
The latter instantly sent a bullet 
through the brakemans brain, laying 
him dead in the snow. Springing past 
Sovea's body, the bandits mounted the 
locomotive with revolvers in hand and 
ordered the engineer to move out in a 
hurry, which he did, going in the di- 
rection of Liverpool, Ind. After two 
miles had been covered, the men or- 
dered the engineer to slow down and 
leaping to the ground, disappeared in 
the woods. After the train had car* 
ried the men away, the detectives 
rushed to the nearest telegraph station 
and wired to Chief Police O'Neill ask- 
ing that men l)e sent out with rifles. 

Arriving at the place they were soon 
close on the fugitive's heels. The men 
were seen aa they dodged about in 
the sand dunes and the farmers that 
had gathered, most of whom were arm- 
ed with double barnded shotguns, open- 
ed fire on them. N'ied(Tnioior received 
a charge full in the head and the blood 
streamed down his face and into his 
eyes, blinding him so that he could 
hardly see.

The Two Opened a Hot Fire on the 
Chieago DaMetlvaa. 

Word was brought to the police 

Thursday night by T. S. Reichers. a 
school teacher near Clark Station, 
lad., that three men answering the 
description of those wanted for the 
oar bam murders were living in the 
dugout. The police sent only eight 
wm. Detectives Zimmer, DeRoche, 
Qnaley, Qleason, Sheohan, Driscoll, 
Banmer and Hughes to Indiana, Shee- 
ban being placed In charge of the 
sguad. The men reached the dugout 
at about 8 o'clock, guided by Reichers. 
All soon as they were In sight of the 
place the officers advanced in a circle 
upon the dugout where the three rob- 
bers were supposed to be concealed. 

Driscoll picked up a chunk of wood 
and hurled it at the dugout. Instant- 
ly there was a flash, a report and Dris- 
coll fell in a heap, shot through the 
abdomen. One of his fellow officers 
stopped to raise him, and the other 
six opened fire on the dugout, from 
which the shots were now coming 
tklok and fast While the fire was at 
ita hottest. Van Dine and Doeskie 
rushed out, followed a few minutes la- 
ter by Niedermeier. The latter ran to 
the tracks of the Michigan Central 
railroad ami, throwing himself Hat on 
the roadbed, steadied his arm on the 
rgll as he kept up « rapid fire with 



A shot grazed Van Dine'a head, car- 
rying off some of his hair and his 
wounded leg was wcal<(Mied. The 
posse was closing in on all sides. 
There was no escape and it waa evi- 
dent to both men that the time had 
come either to surrender or fight to 
the death. Both men were heavily 
armed and able to take more lives be- 
fore both lost their own; but as Van 
Dine said Friday night, in discussing 
his surrender: "There would have 
been no good in that as we never shoot 
anybody unless we have to, and killing 
any of these fellows would not have 
let mo oft. The jis was up for us, no 
matter how many we killed. I said to 
Pete: 'Well, what do you think?' He 
nodded his head and dropped his f^ns, 
and that's how they got us."

Hard, 
white specks that ro^emble granulated 
sand have been found mi^ied with vine- 
gar and mustard of the canned sar- 
dines eaten by the MiUera and Johaa. 

Friday four burial caskets itood tide 
by side In the home of the Millers, 
containing the remains of Jacob Mil- 
ler, Frank and Kate .Miller, husband 
and wife, and her father, John Johns. 
They had aatan from a can of mixed 
vinegar, mustard and sardinea. Later 
the two Miller brothers complained of 
strange blindness, and retired to their 
rooms. Early Thursday morning they 
died from strangulation. I^ter .Mrs. 
Kate Miller and her father were at- 
tacked In a Bimilar manner, and they 
died. Three of the Miller children re* 
jected the sardines on account of a 
bitter taste. 

Public opinion i.i di\i'led ,ts to the 
cause of the deaths. rh\ : i< i:ins state 
that it was from ptomaine poison ; oth- 
ers claim it was poisoning caused by 
muriatic acid mixing with the vinegar 
and mustard during the tinner's pro- 
cess i,( .sealing the can. Fxaniinat ion 
of the can and contents show the in- 
side of the can to be rust eaten, and 
atony white, hard specks, similar to 
fine sand, were found. The sardines 
apiiear to have been decayed before 
they were put into the hox. and sealed.
